Bridgeport Lake Work 
Will Start Soon 
Says Board 


With the signing of contracts for 
the purchase of 2,4(H) more acres of 
land, the board of d im tors of the 
Tarrant e< linty water control and im­ 
provement district No. I announced 
Wednesday that it Im*, acquired all 
the land needed for both dam sites 
for 
the 
Eagle 
Mount ain-Didi 
aud 
Bridgeport lakes on the VV est Fork of 
the Trinity River above Lake VVorih. 
Ai I he board’s meeting one week 
the purchase of 8,(MM> acres of 
was authorized. 
This makes a 
of 10,400 acres bought within 
days, or a grand total of 24,400 
since the directors began aeqtti- 
lake sites several months 


ago

ago. 
Thirty thousand acres will lie used 
in tin* building of the two lakes, which 
will cost $6,500,000. 
"We have purchased all classes of 
land.” Walter R. Bennett, president of 
the board announced. 
"The values 
are well defined and we ave having 
no trouble now in reaching agree­ 
ments with landowners.” 
Bennett predicted that within 60 or 
90 days the directors will have pur­ 
chased all the necessary land which 
will be submerged by the two lakes. 
The directors are following a policy 
of purchasing land that will be sub­ 
merged before the dams are built. 
They explained this will eliminate a 
large number of litigations in the 
courts after the lakes are built. 
The directors remain silent on when 
thev expect to set a date for opening 
lids for tilt construction of the dams. 
Yet no large obstacles remain in the 
vay for proceeding with the construe- 
ion because contracts have been en 
cm l into for all land on which the 
lams will be located.

Returning home from a Thanksgiv­ 
ing visit to Dallas* three daughters of 
Mr. and Mrs. .J. R. Bowman Satur­ 
day morning found their parents slain 
in their farm home a mile and a half 
southeast of Pilot Point, in northeast­ 
ern Denton county. 
Death apparently 
had come after a terrific struggle, in­ 
dicated by blood spattered rooms and 
disarranged furniture. 
The father’s throat was cu t 
The 
mother apparently had been lieaten to 
death by Mows over the head. 
Bow­ 
man’s body was lying across that of 
his wife. 
The three children, Doris, 16, Lo- 
reno, 12. and Freda, 9. had l>een taken 
to Dallas by Rev. T. C. Harris to at­ 
tend a Thanksgiving program and had 
returned to the Bowman home short­ 
ly In*fore noon Saturday, accompanied 
by Harris, when they discovered the 
tragedy. 
Apparently Mrs, Bowman had died 
during tho night and her husband 
some time Saturday morning. A razor 
was found on tile floor of tile kitchen, 
where both bodies were 
Bowman. 
No instrument. 
Mrs. Bowman bad been 
found. 
Blood was sj>atiered over the back 
porch, the kitchen, bed room and an 
other room in which a milk separator 
was found partly filled with milk* 
where th** machine apparently had 
been stopped when the task of separ­ 
ating the cream was unfinished. The 
furniture was disarranged. 
Bowman was 59 years old and his 
wife 45. 
They had moved to the 
farm, 
which 
they

about a year ago*, from Dewey county, 
Okla. 
They had been married about 
20 years and the three daughters who 
found the bodies made their home 
with them.
